| am concerned about the DPCD's repeated use of paid consultant studies, despite maintaining a large roster of employees and a relatively large part 
of the Arlington budget. If we employ 9 or 10 staff people, in a town that is already fully built out, why are we also paying for a $60-90,000 study 
that the Planning Department asks to make a decision on something. A case in point, recently the Department relied on an outside consultant to 
produce a Housing Production Plan, which appears to lay out many things that would hurt our town's taxpayers and residents. If the Planning 
Department authored its own documents, costs and agendas could be more transparent, and more Arlington taxpayer money saved. | think a 
smaller budget and smaller DPCD might suit us better, given our level of density and development.

Re: Budget Review, Planning and Redevelopment 

Dear Charlie, Sophie and David, 


With respect to the requests of the Planning Department (PD), it is possible that they will lead to undesirable, unproductive outcomes for the Town. Their requests for 
planning and related requests for consultants are sorely lacking in transparency. More work and studies should be done by in-house staff and less by consultants who 
invariably produce reports that are expensive, often seriously antithetical to the needs of the town but essentially the same as the aspirations of the PD. So why do we 
need to pay outside groups for these plans which parrot the PD? Some of the requests, for funding can also include significant percentages to pad the income of existing 
staff enabling hiring of more staff with benefits etc. 


It would be of great benefit to the town if funds provided to PD include a requirement that they do the work to provide a truer picture of actual land use in 
Arlington. Most especially they should be required to recalculate the 1.5% land affordability calculation. (It is important that they work for the Townspeople 
—not predominantly for developers.) A truer picture would result if non-residential uses were not residentially zoned. That would help in future 40B 
situations where safe harbor would be officially established if 1.5% of land zoned residential, commercial, and industrial is occupied by affordable housing. 
A good portion of the land in town zoned “Residential” is not Residential - some Cemeteries, Parks, Golf Courses, the island in Spy Pond, municipal 
buildings, schools etc. and other locations should not really be in the “Residential” classification. 

These areas should be rezoned as “Conservancy Institutional Districts,” raising the actual percentage of affordable housing land in town so important to 
40B immunity. Neighboring Winchester has done that. 

In Winchester, parcels of these types are zoned “Conservancy - Institutional District (SCI), see here:

| realize that it is not within the purview of The Finance Committee to scrutinize some policies of the Town. However, there are some aspects of housing policy that have 
the potential for serious cost overruns. For example, the escalation of housing density which the Planning Director plans in the Fall. This she hopes to enable by zoning 
changes and facilitating of 40B construction (encouraged unfortunately by the Affordable Housing Trust Fund (AHTF) Chairperson who is an expert in 40B promulgation). 
And so, many of PD’s funding requests for plans will probably pertain to this endeavor. When, at a Zoning Bylaw Working Group meeting, my husband pointed out the 
expense of escalating school costs with rising housing density the Planning Director banned him from speaking on the subject and said it was illegal to do so. When, ata 
later meeting, my husband asked her what was the statutory basis for her silencing speech on this issue she did not provide an answer and has not yet done so. 


| mention these matters only to encourage you to scrutinize PD’s requests before deciding on funding them. | have occasionally attended the early morning meetings of 
the Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) deliberations. These funds are designed to help low and moderate income families. | was really shocked that the PD 
was requesting some of these funds for the AHTF to make plans without requiring specifics or establishing any conditions (e.g. that these funds should not be used to 
subsidize 40B developers and developers providing predominantly housing for those at 100% or more of AMI). Additionally | attended the AHTF/PD’s skilled, lengthy 
presentation to the Community Preservation Committee requesting a large donation for plans —presumably for hiring a consultant. Many lofty goals were presented but 
no concrete details. The AHTF/PD have been very successful in rapidly acquiring funds for AHTF— even very curiously quietly receiving more than $100.000 from the 
Symmes Fund. Instead of pursuing fund-raising for the Arlington Housing Authority (AHA) and Housing Corporation of Arlington (HCA) (who desperately need funds for 
our very low income in danger of homelessness), the AHTF with PD’s help is doing just the opposite. They are competing with AHA and HCA for all available funds. | 
hope you can monitor any requests made to you. (Of course, the AHTF should be preparing for their role as the designated depository for excess profits from 40B 
developers and from a real estate transfer fee should it be enacted)

The Destruction of Arlington Communities 

Clues for planned destruction of Arlington ‘s neighborhoods can 
be found on two front page articles in the Arlington Advocate 

of January 27. 

Planning Director (PD) stated that to meet state standards 
“Arlington needs” 859 additional affordable housing units. That 
is not true. Arlington is already close to or exceeds statutory 
compliance for affordability of 1.5% buildable land area. (To 
provide 859 additional affordable units Arlington would have to 
construct more than 3,500 new market rate or luxury units 

— actual number depends on whether 40B or inclusionary zoning 
is used www. artfrr.org) 

Arlington’s Master Plan (approved enthusiastically by Town 
Meeting after a long series of public meetings attended by 
hundreds of residents) concluded that Arlington housing needs 
only more affordable and senior housing. The Town has done 
little or nothing about that. 

By contrast the draft Arlington Housing Plan (HP) (recently 
approved by Arlington Redevelopment Board) created 

under auspices of the HP Implementation Committee (HPIC), 
on which I serve, conducted poorly attended meetings and 
hearings — sometimes with zero members of the public. With 
numerous mistakes and fallacies, HP’s mantra crams into 
Arlington as much housing as possible including housing 
affordable only by wealthy earning more than 

200% AMI. Teardowns and exploding costs of housing, taxes, 
schools etc. would follow; affordability 

marginalized. Homelessness would increase. 


HP causes frenzied acquisitions by speculators. Possible 
examples: 


1. Notice of Intent involving destruction of two valuable 
antique homes and 80 trees for a 40B project 

2. Julia Mirak purchase of one acre Lalicata property for $4.5 
Million 


PD/HP plan drastic zoning (fortunately only Town Meeting can 
enact zoning) and changes which would massively increase 
developer profit potential including enabling of: 


- construction of two family homes by right in single family 
districts throughout Arlington 

- 40B projects throughout Town — these are large projects of 
market rate and luxury units with a few “affordable” units 
(none for very low income families) allowing violation of 
environmental/historical protective bylaws

- large residential apartments by right obliterating homes, 


open space, businesses, restaurants 1n East

construction Town-wide 


East Arlington residents had better wake up to the tragedy that 
could be theirs if the PD follows the HP’s advice to pursue the 
new DHCD regulations for MBTA Community (Alew1fe to 
Massachusetts Avenue). These are regulations and not 
necessarily what the legislators intended — the Town should take 


this matter up with our legislators. Otherwise we could 
gradually allow the MBTA Community’s Massachusetts Avenue 
businesses and neat rows of iconic two-family-homes in Hardy 
School/Magnolia Park areas to be acquired and demolished to be 
replaced by residential apartments and Rindge Tower type 
structures. Who will pay for the new elementary schools, 
infrastructure, higher taxes, overrides? East Arlington would 
become an irresistible target for developers, non-profits, real estate 
investors, and architects because for the first time in 50 years 
APARTMENT BUILDINGS COULD BE BUILT THERE BY 

RIGHT. NO SPECIAL PERMIT WOULD BE NEEDED. Please read

Dear Finance Committee Chair Foskett and colleagues: 


I am writing concerning the 2023 budget under consideration for Arlington's Planning Department staff, and the 
growth of that budget over the last decade. Attached to this message you will see two files, one is the budget 
presented to the 2012 Town Meeting, the other is the budget for 2023, as I understand it is being proposed. 


Here are the relevant figures for total Planning Department Personnel Services budget derived from those files: 
2012: $222, 558 

2012 adjusted for inflation to current dollars $272,570 

2023 proposed: $595, 342 


As you can see, the budget has increased by a factor of more than doubled in constant dollars over 11 years. What 
justifies this increase? An expanding town? An expanding need for planning services? 


I think not. The simple answer is that Town leadership (Select Board and Town Manager) simply lack the ability or 
will to control spending. But in our Town Manager form of local government, isn't it the role of the Finance 
Committee to serve a check on this kind of unchecked spending growth? 


I call on the Finance Committee to exercise its responsibility to carefully review this requested budget and 
explain to Town Meeting and the town at large how such an increase can be justified, if indeed it can be. (And "we 
have the money" is not an acceptable justification for me.) If not, then I believe it is the Finance Committee's 
duty to recommend to Town Meeting a budget only as large as it can justify based on the actual needs of the town.

Members of the Finance Committee, 


I'd like to take an opportunity to respond to the concerns raised by Mr. Loreti and provide context and perspective regarding the proposed budget for the 
Department of Planning & Community Development (DPCD). 


To start, as Finance Committee members well know, departmental operating budgets are not built in a vacuum and are the result of a great deal of input, 
consideration and work by both staff and appointed officials. In particular, the DPCD budget is influenced by the goals set by the Select Board and Town 
Manager as well as service level requests and staffing needs as presented by the Conservation Commission. 


With that said, I'll start by pointing out that the figures for FY2012 presented by Mr. Loreti were inaccurate. It seems that the figures he provided were from a 
draft version of the budget which was shared prior to the successful passage of the operating override in 2011. The actual DPCD budget as was adopted by 
Town Meeting has been attached for your review. Based on that, here is an accurate summary of the comparative figures: 


2012: $266,093 
2012 adjusted for inflation to current dollars* $338,041 
2023 proposed: $595,342 


*US Bureau of Labor Statistics February 2011 vs. January 2022 - https://www.bls.gov/data/inflation_calculator.htm 
Based on this, the delta between FY2012 as adjusted vs. FY2023 1s $257,301. 


This increase/delta is driven by four key changes: 


The Town has had a Sustainability Manager (formerly Energy Manager) since FY2013 and for many of those years, the position was budgeted in DPW and 
then the Facilities Department. Starting in FY2020, the position was moved to DPCD as it better aligned with the Town's goals of planning to achieve Net 
Zero by 2050. In the FY2023 budget, this position is budgeted for $84,848. So, it is clear that this 1s not an increase in spending, but rather a shift 1n where 
the position is budgeted. 


Five years ago (FY2018), in response to increasing demand for climate resiliency efforts and to best prepare for state grants focused on climate resiliency, the 
part-time Conservation Commission Administrator role was enhanced to become a full-time Environmental Planner. The difference between the previously 
budgeted role and the Environmental Planner role as budgeted in FY2023 1s $43,054. This position has been directly responsible for the Town 

earning $1,427,506.50 in grant funding over the past five years. 


Additionally, four years ago (FY2019), the Town created a Senior Transportation Planner position to better meet the growing needs of residents and 
neighborhoods regarding traffic safety and transportation planning. This position 1s budgeted at $93,012 in FY2023. The Select Board goals have regularly 
called for investment in and improvement of our transportation assets, so this position clearly aligns with these goals. This position has been directly 
responsible for the Town earning $1,330,962.95 in grant funding over the past four years. 


Finally, several years ago, the town reinstated that Assistant Director position, which had been part of the Department for many, many years, by upgrading the 
Director of Housing and Disability position that was listed in FY2012 and making it an Assistant Director position. The increase due to this change from 


FY2012 to FY2023 is $65,851. 


Overall, the total of the changes described above 1s $286,765, which fully accounts for, and actually exceeds, the inflationary adjusted delta between FY2012 
and FY2023. Reasonable minds can certainly disagree on where the Town should invest in staffing resources, but as you can see from the information shared 
above, the staffing of DPCD ties directly to demonstrated need within the community and aligns with goals as set by the governing body of the Town. 


I would be happy to engage further in this discussion with the Finance Committee as 1s appropriate.

Dear Finance Committee Members: 
Please allow me to clarify a few point from my earlier email and that of the Town Manager. 


The 2012 Planning Department budget figure I cited came from page B5 of the Finance Committee Report I was provided 
as a Town Meeting Member: 

Town of Arlington Massachusetts, Report of the Finance Committee: ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, Monday April 25, 2011, 
SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, Monday, May 9, 2011 (2011 Fin Com Report FINAL.doc, which you can see here at the Town 
Meeting website: https://www.arlingtonma. gov/home/showpublisheddocument/9922/635658164769530000 ) 





The Town Manager is correct that the actual budget voted on June 8, 2011 the day after the June 7, 2011 override 
was the larger figure he cited: https://www.arlingtonma.gov/home/showpublisheddocument/9924/635279107757270000 


(which apparently was prepared on June 8, 2011, the same day as the Town Meeting vote). 





This vote merely confirms what I wrote in my original email. The Town has gotten into a_ pattern of spending based 
on the funds available, rather than true need. Would anyone really have noticed any difference had the original 
rather than the revised budget been voted? With a Town Meeting that can be expected to rubber stamp whatever 
budget the Finance Committee recommends, the Finance Committee itself is the only body that can serve as a check on 
excesSive spending. This is especially important in Arlington where the continuing, periodic overrides result in a 
tax revenue windfall every few years. 


Regardless of whether you look at the the original 2012 budget, the revised and voted budget, or the budget for 
prior years, the town-funded staffing growth in the Planning Department over the past decade has been substantial. 
I believe staffing is greater than it has ever been in the 30 years I've lived in Arlington. 


The energy manager position, originally shared with other towns, and only partly funded by Arlington has become 
full time. The part-time Conservation Administrator is now a full time position. The Transportation planning 
function, formerly one of the responsibilities of another planner, is now a separate, full-time position. (while 
not a Planning position, the same half-time to full-time transition occurred with the recycling coordinator. ) 


I believe that what the Town Manager calls "demonstrated needs" are actually demonstrated wants. No doubt it is 
fashionable for the Town to have a full-time Sustainability Manager and a full-time Environmental Planner. As 
Someone who has spent a career working in the environmental field, I can tell you it would be extremely rare to 
find this level of staffing in a private company with a budget the size of Arlington's, particularly one that is 
primarily an office organization. (I would also add that it is inappropriate for the town to be independently 
pursuing Net Zero by 205@ when the state is already pursuing the same goal, and unlike the town, has the legal 
authority and institutional capacity to do so.) 


The Town Manager tries to justify some of the staffing growth by the receipt of grant funding. Did the town not 
receive any grant funding when there were fewer Planning staff? And are the proposed levels really needed to 
continue such funding? These are questions the Finance Committee needs to ensure the Manager addresses. 


The Town Manager is correct that reasonable minds can disagree on staffing resources. I hope the Finance Committee 
will not be afraid to do so, and will not hesitate to put the best financial interests of the town above the 
political interests of the Select Board and the professional interests of the Town Manger and his staff.

I'd like to take an opportunity to respond to the concerns raised by Mr. Loreti and provide context and perspective regarding the proposed budget 
for the Department of Planning & Community Development (DPCD). 


To start, as Finance Committee members well know, departmental operating budgets are not built in a vacuum and are the result of a great deal of 
input, consideration and work by both staff and appointed officials. In particular, the DPCD budget 1s influenced by the goals set by the Select 
Board and Town Manager as well as service level requests and staffing needs as presented by the Conservation Commission. 


With that said, I'll start by pointing out that the figures for FY2012 presented by Mr. Loreti were inaccurate. It seems that the figures he provided 
were from a draft version of the budget which was shared prior to the successful passage of the operating override in 2011. The actual DPCD 
budget as was adopted by Town Meeting has been attached for your review. Based on that, here is an accurate summary of the comparative 
figures: 


2012: $266,093 
2012 adjusted for inflation to current dollars* $338,041 
2023 proposed: $595,342 


*US Bureau of Labor Statistics February 2011 vs. January 2022 - https://www.bls.gov/data/inflation_calculator.htm 
Based on this, the delta between FY2012 as adjusted vs. FY2023 1s $257,301. 
This increase/delta is driven by four key changes: 


The Town has had a Sustainability Manager (formerly Energy Manager) since FY2013 and for many of those years, the position was budgeted in 
DPW and then the Facilities Department. Starting in FY2020, the position was moved to DPCD as it better aligned with the Town's goals of 
planning to achieve Net Zero by 2050. In the FY2023 budget, this position 1s budgeted for $84,848. So, it is clear that this is not an increase in 
spending, but rather a shift in where the position is budgeted. 


Five years ago (FY2018), in response to increasing demand for climate resiliency efforts and to best prepare for state grants focused on climate 
resiliency, the part-time Conservation Commission Administrator role was enhanced to become a full-time Environmental Planner. The 
difference between the previously budgeted role and the Environmental Planner role as budgeted in FY2023 is $43,054. This position has been 
directly responsible for the Town earning $1,427,506.50 in grant funding over the past five years. 


Additionally, four years ago (FY2019), the Town created a Senior Transportation Planner position to better meet the growing needs of residents 
and neighborhoods regarding traffic safety and transportation planning. This position 1s budgeted at $93,012 in FY2023. The Select Board goals 
have regularly called for investment in and improvement of our transportation assets, so this position clearly aligns with these goals. This 
position has been directly responsible for the Town earning $1,330,962.95 in grant funding over the past four years. 


Finally, several years ago, the town reinstated that Assistant Director position, which had been part of the Department for many, many years, 
by upgrading the Director of Housing and Disability position that was listed in FY2012 and making it an Assistant Director position. The 
increase due to this change from FY2012 to FY2023 is $65,851. 


Overall, the total of the changes described above 1s $286,765, which fully accounts for, and actually exceeds, the inflationary adjusted delta 
between FY2012 and FY2023. Reasonable minds can certainly disagree on where the Town should invest in staffing resources, but as you can 
see from the information shared above, the staffing of DPCD ties directly to demonstrated need within the community and aligns with goals as set 
by the governing body of the Town. 


I would be happy to engage further in this discussion with the Finance Committee as 1s appropriate.

Dear Finance Committee and Redevelopment Board Members, 


I was shocked to see that the Finance Committee is allocating 30 minutes in its upcoming meeting to a discussion of 
whether to cut the budget for Arlington's Planning Department, including allocating 14 minutes to two Arlington 
residents (Patricia Wordon and Carl Wagner) and including letters from another resident (Chris Loretti) who have a 
decided minority view in town (to put it mildly). As an example of just how out of Arlington's mainstream these two 
Speakers are I would refer you to the vote in 2020 to establish an Affordable Housing Trust Fund in Arlington. 93% 
of then Town Meeting Members voted yes. Patricia Worden did not. Carl Wagner was not on Town Meeting then having 
just lost a contested race in Precinct 11. Likewise, Chris Loretti whose letters were also included in the meeting 
materials 1s not on Town Meeting haveing previously lost in a contested election in Precinct 7. 


Both Carl Wagner and Patricia Worden were prominently involved in opposing the High School Building project 
approved by 77% of voters in the 2019 special town election. Both are also involved in establishing ARFRR, a small 
but vocal group of residents opposed to any changes to Arlington's zoning laws. Town Meeting has been consistent in 
opposing all of ARFRR‘s supported amendments and warrant articles. 


As you likely know Arlington is behind our neighbors in creating affordable housing (only 5.6% of units in 
Arlington are on the State's Affordable Housing Registry). It is because we are so far behind in meeting our 
obligations that the state requires us to update our housing production plan every 5 years. To do this Arlington, 
like other towns, hires outside consultants. The plan that was produced this year is excellent and was approved 


unanimously by the Redevelopment Board and had strong support from the Housing Production Plan Implementation 
Committee, with the exception of Patricia Wordon's minority viewpoint. 


I am constantly impressed by the degree of competence and professionalism that the Town's Planning Department 
displays. Recently there were vacancies in the department and I saw how stretched they were, although 
they nevertheless maintained good cheer. 


There are two things that have been true of Arlington up until now. 1) Arlington departments produce excellent work 
with fairly bare-bones budgets. They do this because we have excellent people working here. 2) The Finance 
Committee, though more conservative than the town at large, has been a respected body in town. Both of these 
heretofore realities are potentially threatened by this move to cut the Planning Department's budget in response to 
a small group of cranky residents. Arlington will not be able to keep good employees if it is known that a small 
minority of residents can succeed in cutting an important town department's budget. Furthermore, the respect that 
the Finance Committee has had up until now is put at risk by giving voice to views that are so far out of the 
mainstream. 


I hope you will vote to preserve level funding for the Planning department this year.

Dear Members of the Finance Committee, 


I’m writing in regard to the Planning and Community Development budget, 
which is item 4 on your agenda for Monday Feb 28th. Several residents have 
received time on the agenda, and I understand they intend to ask the Com- 
mittee to recommend a reduction to DPCD’s budget. I also understand this 
is ostensibly due to a Housing Production Plan, which DPCD commissioned 
and oversaw. I believe that cutting DPCD’s budget would be a bad idea for 
several reasons. 


First, I acknowledge that housing — the set of policies that dictate who can live 
where, and how — is intensely political and always has been; I fully expect there 
to be disagreements on the subject. Our form of local government provides a 
framework for deliberation and voting on how to proceed, and | feel that is 
the proper channel for airing such disagreements. 


In the case of the Housing Production Plan (HPP), the current draft was 
adopted by the Arlington Redevelopment Board (5-0) and by the Housing 
Plan Implementation Committee (3-1, with HPIC member Patricia Worden 
dissenting). The plan must also be approved by the Select Board and the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Housing and Community Development. Although 
the HPP contains goals, strategies, and policy suggestions, it can not change 
policy directly; only Town Meeting can do that. The ARB, Select Board, and 
Town Meeting are appropriate forums for residents to voice their positions on 
housing policy; staff budgets are not. 





Second, I’m concerned about how cuts to DPCD’s budget might be perceived 
by town staff. A cut would essentially be saying that staff could risk a loss of 
pay or employment simply because their professional opinion was politically 


unpopular with some number of residents. It would be like (say) cutting 
the Health and Human Service Department’s budget because they supported 
indoor mask requirements. Arlington is a well-run community, and part of 
that comes from our ability to attract and retain high-quality employees. Staff 
quality is not something we should jeopardize. 


Finally, I’ve always felt a strong sense of pride in how our town government 
works. While our federal government can be prone to antics and shenanigans, 
local government has always been about folks rolling up their sleeves, getting 
to work, and deliberating on the basis of fact and merit. I hope I can maintain 
this sense of pride into the future. 


Pll close by noting some of the areas that fall under DPCD’s purview: environ- 
mental planning, transportation planning, open space and recreation planning, 
climate resilience, municipal vulnerability planning, economic development, 
and providing staff support to the Conservation Commission, Arlington Re- 
development Board, Zoning Board of Appeals, and ‘Transportation Advisory 
Committee. ‘These are important municipal functions that directly affect the 
quality of life for Arlington residents, and they deserve to be funded. Partic- 
ularly with the region growing and changing around us.

I am writing regarding the item on tomorrow's Finance Committee meeting agenda to discuss the budget for the 
Department of Planning and Community Development Department. 


First of all, my appreciation and understanding of the work of the Department is based on my attendance as an 
observer over the last eighteen months at the majority of the meetings of the Redevelopment Board and of the 
Housing Plan Implementation Committee (HPIC) as well as the many community forums organized and hosted by the HPIC. 


What 1S apparent from my observation of those meetings is that the scope, both in breadth and in depth, of the 
preparation and presentation of data and reports, represents exemplary effort and expertise on the part of the 
Supporting DPCD Town employees. While the membership of the ARB and the HPIC is made up of Town resident 
volunteers, it's clear that their ability to consider and make well-reasoned decisions is wholly reliant on the 
efforts and knowledge of the Town employees who support these volunteers. 


Most recently, on February 17th, I attended the meeting of the Master Plan Implementation Committee. (It's likely 
this meeting was recorded if you would like to see for yourselves what I observed.) Two members of the DPCD, 
Jennie Raitt and Kelly Lynema, guided the resident volunteer committee through a spreadsheet of perhaps over one 
hundred Master Plan initiatives, giving an update on the status of each one. I was amazed at the extent of the 
impact these initiatives have on our Town. 


It should be recognized how efficiently the Town is managing our fiscal resources by being able to leverage the 
work of resident volunteers through the very effective support of the DPCD. 


More than 45,000 people live in Arlington, to say nothing of the number of individuals from other communities that 
work and visit our town, a town that is only 5.5 square miles. It is no small feat to create a desirable place to 
live and work for so many people in such a small area. I credit that desirability to all of us, Town employees and 
resident volunteers, working together. 


I recognize that there will be a difference of opinion regarding policy development and implementation amongst 
members of our community. But in no way should that impute negatively on the extremely hard working and effective 
DPCD Town employees. 


I ask that you consider this resident's thoughts as you discuss the agenda item to which I am referring.

Subject: Infrastructure Not Considered in Proposed Housing Plan to Eliminate Zoning in Arlington 


Good morning Charlie, 


I am writing to you as a concerned Arlington resident. The Housing Plan recently approved by the Arlington 
Redevelopment Board does not consider the significant impacts eliminating zoning would have on the town’s 
infrastructure. Not considering impacts to infrastructure is irresponsible to the Town’s finances and the health 
of the townspeople. 


The Housing Plan proposes to eliminate town zoning. This is mind-blowing to me as a civil engineer. Sizing of 
infrastructure is all based on zoning. For example, when designing a sewer, an engineer looks at the zoning to 
determine how much flow will go to the sewer. The engineer counts the number of lots, and estimates flow per lot 
based on the likely number of bedrooms per lot. The sewer pipe is sized based on the estimated flow (which is 
based on the town zoning). Sewer pumping stations are based on estimated flows (which is based on zoning). The 
wetwells in a sewage pumping stations are designed to hold the proposed amount of wastewater, and pump efficiently 
to draw down the wastewater in the wetwells to convey the wastewater to the sewage force main. The wetwells, pumps 


and force main are all based on estimated wastewater flow (which is based on zoning). Increasing flow to the town 
Sewage pumping stations would strain the pumps and the sewage force mains. 


It would be completely irresponsible for the town to not consider impacts to infrastructure in its Housing Plan. 
The Town of Arlington already has failing water, sewer and roadway infrastructure, based on the age of the town’s 
infrastructure. Trenchless sewer repairs are happening all over town, likely to reduce infiltration to aged and 
broken pipes. Trenchless sewer pipe lining repairs do not increase the size of sewers. 


Eliminating zoning would increase town population significantly. How will the increased sewage flow be conveyed 
safely, so there are not sewage back-ups in basements, or back-ups into the streets through sewer manholes? 


Water mains are sized the same way. It is based on the zoning. How will clean drinking water be safely conveyed 
throughout town without tremendous financial strain to the town of infrastructure upgrades? 


Another consideration is the roads. The roads would have increased traffic, and more pavement issues to repair and 
rehabilitate. 


Finally, trash disposal would be an issue. The Town already has a very bad rat infestation problem. 


I urge you and the other members of the Arlington Financial Committee to not approve this Housing Plan for 
Arlington. It 1s irresponsible to not consider impacts to the Town’s infrastructure, and the costs associated with 
those impacts.

Caritas Communities is requesting funds to improve the safety, accessibility, functionality, and longevity of 
our affordable housing residence in Arlington at 12 Russell Terrace, home to 20 low-income individuals. We 
would like to renovate seven currently dilapidated bathrooms, including one handicapped accessible 
bathroom, and repair and renovate the house's communal residential kitchen. This project will demonstrate to 
our residents that their health and safety is paramount and will enable Caritas to practice our mission by 
restoring dignity to our Arlington home, showing residents that their homes are properly cared for, and 
extending the use of the building for another several decades.

In Fall 2021, Caritas completed the security upgrades at both residences and the exterior projects. 
In November we began work on the bathrooms improvement projects at 22 Fessenden. This work 
has stopped temporarily due to supply chain issues (delays with construction materials), staff illness 
(Covid) and some staff changes. We anticipate the work will commence again in several weeks and 
all improvements for this round of CDBG funding will be completed by the end of the grant period 
(June 2022). 


Performance Evaluation Plan: Explain your plan for evaluating the progress and results of your project. What quantitative 
and/or qualitative methods will be used? 


Capital renovations are evaluated by adherence to schedule and budget, as well as inspections to ensure that the project meets our quality standards. These evaluations and inspections will take place 
regularly throughout the duration of the project. Due to the condition and age of the residences, our Director of Facilities projects that each bathroom will take about 2-3 weeks, (anticipating delays with the 
supply chain and issues with modernizing Victorian period plumbing) and the kitchen will require 3 weeks to complete. Any unanticipated disruptions to this schedule will be managed appropriately. 
Caritas also gathers feedback from the residents as to their enjoyment of the living space once the project is completed. Feedback from residents comes through individual interactions with Resident 
Service Coordinators and Property Managers who report on morale within the houses, and in resident satisfaction surveys as well as exit surveys for residents leaving our properties. We also track 
maintenance requests and resident retention rates to measure satisfaction with the condition of our housing. We believe that the quality of the living environment is critical to the success of the program.

A. NEED STATEMENT 





The project to improve Caritas affordable housing at 12 Russell Terrace will address a priority need in the Town of 
Arlington 5-Year Consolidated Plan by improving the condition of existing affordable housing in the Town of 
Arlington. The current state of the bathrooms is dire: each bathroom has broken tiles, water damage, inaccessible 
showers, and mold. The renovations are sorely needed to provide residents the dignity of clean, well-functioning and 
well-maintained bathrooms. The kitchen is dilapidated with broken cabinets and non-working appliances. This 


project will eliminate current health, accessibility and safety issues, make the property more functional, and extend 
the use of the house for another several decades. 





B. GOAL 


This project will improve the safety, accessibility, functionality, and longevity of seven bathrooms 
and one communal kitchen at 12 Russell Terrace, an affordable housing residence in Arlington. 





C. INPUTS 


The project would be overseen by Tom Nee, Caritas’ Senior Operations Director, who is a 25-year resident of Arlington. The town 
of Arlington has a long-standing relationship with Caritas Communities and regularly refers individuals with housing needs to us. 
During the duration of the project, the Senior Operations Director will also oversee and coordinate execution of the project. 
Construction materials will be procured by the Director of Facilities and maintenance staff. In addition, 12 Russell Terrace has a Site 
Manager who lives on in the building and a Resident Services Coordinator who works directly with residents, and they will work to 
ensure that residents are informed and mitigate any inconveniences on daily life during the project. 


The Caritas Communities staff is highly experienced in managing renovation projects on time and on budget. We have performed 
countless renovations across our 33 buildings portfolio. A recent HUD REAC inspection of 12 of our homes earned a score of 91, 
which is an exceptionally high rating, demonstrating our commitment to quality. 





D. ACTIVITIES 


The project will make the bathrooms and kitchen at 12 Russell Terrace safer, more functional and more 
accessible for all 20 residents, including the elderly and disabled. The project will address the health and 
safety issues in the seven bathrooms and increase their functionality by fixing the water damage, eliminating 
mold, re-plastering the walls, replacing broken tiles in the walls and floors, replacing the damaged sinks and 
inaccessible showers, removing the door in handicap bathroom and installing a new door, installing new 
tiles, sinks, toilets and faucets, replacing the floors and painting all seven bathrooms.

In 2021 Food Link opened the Hub at 108 Summer Street after completing the renovation of a blighted building (formerly 
Napa Auto Parts). One of the core principles of Food Link's mission is environmental sustainability, and the Hub was 
designed with energy efficiency as one of its primary goals. Food Link is currently seeking funding for the installation of 
rooftop solar panels in its ongoing commitment to model environmental sustainability throughout its operations Hub. Rooftop 
solar generation will provide Food Link with the ability to generate clean local energy and reduce greenhouse gas emissions. 
As Food Link continues its work to reduce food waste to alleviate hunger and contribute to environmental sustainability, 
installing rooftop solar will support its environmental goals by producing clean, renewable energy. This will further support the 
community mission of a greener, more sustainable Arlington.

Food Link opened the operations Hub at 108 Summer Street in March 2021. The purchase of the former Napa Auto Parts facility and the related renovation project were 
made possible in large part through funding from the Town of Arlington Community Development Block Grants. The new Hub features 300 square feet of cold storage, a 
loading dock, and indoor spaces for food sorting. These components greatly enhance Food Link’s ability to provide fresh, nutritious rescued food to Arlington and Eastern 
Massachusetts residents living with food insecurity. 


In June 2021, Food Link was awarded $46,667 in CDBG funding to support a generator and complementary air filtration system for the operations Hub. The installation of 
the generator is currently underway, with delays in installation due to supply chain issues. Once complete, the system will support the community in the event of a weather or 
infrastructure-related power outage. (The HVAC system installed during renovation satisfied all the building's air filtration needs, and additional components were not 
required.) While the Hubs is already functioning with a high level of service to the community and environmental efficiency, Food Link continues to explore ways to make the 
building even more energy-efficient. The installation of solar panels is a critical component of the organization's vision for full sustainability.

A. NEED STATEMENT 





Town Hall is a multi-purpose civic center located in the heart of the community. It houses a 
number of municipal departments that generate significant foot traffic. Beyond that, the facility 
functions almost around the clock, serving as a meeting site for a number of municipal boards 
and a rental venue for myriad private events. The heavy usage of this deteriorating 
infrastructure located so prominently in the center of Town warrants immediate investment to 


correct deficiencies and provide safe access routes to the building, as well as the nationally 
recognized Flagstaff sculpture memorializing Arlington's early cultural history. 





B. GOAL 


This project furthers the objective of enhancing the Town's Public Facilities. Specifically, this 
restoration intends to remove barriers as well as conditions presenting potential accident 
hazards created by the built environment, especially for those living with a disability and those 
over the age of 65.

A. NEED STATEMENT 





As stated previously, the Club has the only indoor swimming pool in town for recreational use 
and being located right on Spy Pond, with that carries a responsibility to ensure that as many 
children as possible learn about the importance of being safe in and around water. 

According to the Centers for Disease Control, drowning Is a leading cause of death for children. 


For children ages 1 to 14, the CDC states that "drowning is the second leading cause of 
unintentional injury death after motor vehicle crashes". 
Knowing how to swim and being safe around water are life skills that stay with you forever. 





B. GOAL 


Our goal is to enroll 100 children, parents, caregivers into this swim safety program. 
Our American Red Cross Certified Instructors will share their knowledge and training to make 
sure participants will know how to be safe while being in and around water. 





C. INPUTS 


The Aquatics Director will be assigned the responsibility of overseeing the Swim Safety Program. She is an American Red 
Cross Instructor and Instructor Trainer. She will designate lifeguards to be in charge of designated stations where they will 
follow a lesson plans demonstrating proper ways to execute safety techniques and skills. Participants will be monitored to 
ensure proper execution. 

The Club will reach it's target population by working with other youth agencies, schools, Arlington Youth Consultation Center, 
and Department of Children and Families. Other avenues we will take to reach our target population include contacting the 
Arlington Housing Authority to see how we can connect with families and make them aware of this swim safety program. Other 
targets will include Facebook, Arlington Patch, the Arlington Advocate as well as other community marketing platforms. 

In regards to the swim safety program curriculum, materials from American Red Cross will be used. Equipment such as rescue 
tubes, life-jackets, inflatable rafts, CPR "manikins", laminated skill sheets, and WHALE tales stickers. Whale tale stickers are 
stickers that help children and families remember safety teaching cues that are taught throughout the swim safety session. 


D. ACTIVITIES 


The swim safety program will consist of 3 class lessons; General Water Safety, Home Pool Safety, and Sun Safety. These lessons will teach 
children and families the importance of knowing how to safely play in and around water. Each lesson will offer a range of teaching topics. 

For General Water Safety lesson, topics that will be covered include; importance of learning how to swim and water safety education, watching 
children in around the water, and water safety activities. 

For Home Pool Water Safety, topics that will be covered include; reaching, throwing or wading assists, calling for emergency help; Circle of drowning 
prevention; 

For Sun Safety lessons, topics to be covered include: Skin damage by the sun, importance of sunscreen, steps to reduce exposure to UV rays, eye 
damage by the sun. 

Examples of activities that will take place in the water include: 

"Reach or Throw don't go" - participants will use a rescue tube to extend out to help an active drowning victim. 

"Think so you don't sink" - tools and techniques to use when a swimmer finds them-self getting tired in deep water. 

"Recognizing distressed swimmer" - swimmer that can no longer make any forward motion. 

Participants will be spaced out in the pool area. Colored cones will be used to maintain distance from others. Participants will also be provided their 
own equipment.

Arlington Public Schools plans to establish a new Family Welcome and Information Center in 2022. The goal 
is to advance educational access and increase equity by improving access to information, especially for 
families who would benefit from a personal connection. The Center will provide a single, centralized location 
for newcomer and marginalized families to easily access school and community information. They will receive 
assistance with the student registration process, navigating the technology platforms, and locating community 
resources.

A. NEED STATEMENT 





Families in the Arlington Public School system do not have equitable access to school programs and information. Approximately 12% of students are 
low-income. Approximately 5% of students in Arlington are English Language learners - and this figure does not include the number of 
parents/guardians who do not speak English. These families cannot understand the barrage of school information disseminated all year and are likely 
to have limited or no regular access to technology. This lack of access and understanding could be alleviated if there was a single, physical location 
for families to gather information and assistance. Currently, families simply do not know who to ask for assistance and school employees do not know 
where to refer them. The language barriers and limited access to technology render a significant number of families unable to access educational 
programs and information in Arlington. 


A Family Information Center will provide a simple and effective means of breaking down these barriers to information. It will improve equity across the 
district by providing a single, centralized location for families to gather information and general assistance with navigating the school system - 
including the numerous technology platforms required to register students, check grades, select classes and electives, and more. 


Currently, many teachers try to support families with their questions and concerns, but this support is provided in an inconsistent and non-systemic 
manner. 


B. GOAL 


Establish a centrally-located Family Welcome and Information Center for APS families to connect with 
school and community resources and services necessary to support their children's development. 





In particular, the Center will provide equitable access to school information and assist marginalized families 
with navigating the school system. 


About 490 new families register annually for Kindergarten at the APS, joining those who are already 
enrolled. Each year, approximately 200 families with students Preschool-Grade 12 require repeated 
personal assistance accessing community and school services. All families will be referred to the Center as 
part of the registration process. 


C. INPUTS 


Family Information Center Coordinator - A part-time salary, to be the equivalent of at least 1.5 days a week including 
extended evening hours, will be provided for an APS staff member to provide individualized support to APS families. 
The Coordinator will have experience working with low-income and non-English speaking families, good organizational 
management and interpersonal skills. 





Information Center Assistant(s) - to answer phone calls and emails, schedule appointments, provide information and 
referrals, and general office duties. Available during business hours and certain evenings. These assistants will also be 
familiar with district services, staff, and will have the ability to provide in-person services as needed, by appointment.

1. The district will provide individualized support to families who are not able to easily understand and navigate online enrollment and information services in 
English. Approximately 200 families fall into this category at this time. This number is based on a) the number of families with English Learner students, and b) 
families whose first language is not English. Families whose first language is not English may try to rely on English-speaking children to navigate adult-oriented 
systems which puts a severe burden on these families. 





In addition, all newly registered families will be referred to the Center. Each year the district enrolls about 490 Kindergartners, as well as students arriving for a 
variety of grades during the school year. The number of additional arrivals is difficult to estimate, but enrollments are active throughout the year.

Arlington Youth Counseling Center (AYCC) is a community-based mental health clinic serving Arlington youth (ages 3-21) and their 
families. AYCC is the leading provider of outpatient and school-based child and adolescent mental health services in Arlington, 
offering individual, group, and family counseling, psychiatric evaluation, and medication management. AYCC is committed to 
ensuring that all community youth and families have access to culturally sensitive and high quality care. To this end, AYCC strives to 
identify and address systemic inequities that create barriers to care, including financial barriers. AYCC is one of the only providers in 
the area that accepts youth with public health insurance and provides thousands of dollars of free and reduced-fee care to families 
who are uninsured, under-insured, or who otherwise cannot afford the cost of deductibles and copays. AYCC utilizes CDBG funding 
to provide free and reduced-fee care to low/moderate income families in need of financial assistance.

In 2021, despite the challenges of the pandemic, AYCC conducted nearly 8,000 counseling and psychiatry sessions to 310 community youth and their caregivers. More than 5,000 of these 
sessions were conducted via telehealth, to ensure continuity of care among youth and families who could not access in-person services. While the total number of sessions conducted increased 
over the previous year, AYCC saw fewer clients overall. We attribute this decrease to greater need and increased engagement among existing clients. An ongoing challenge AYCC faces is a 
shortage of providers to meet the increased demand for services. AYCC is actively recruiting new clinicians with the hope that we can reduce the wait time for youth and families in need of care. 


To date in FY22, AYCC has successfully utilized CDBG funding to offer free and reduced-fee mental health counseling and psychiatry to 10 families (8 youth and three adults), providing 131 
counseling sessions and 8 psychiatry sessions in total. Without CDBG funds, these families may have declined necessary mental health services due to financial barriers. Likewise, with funding 
from CDBG, AYCC's Community Resource Specialist was able to support 63 community members in identifying and addressing unmet basic needs by facilitating access to local resources and 
assistance programs.

A. NEED STATEMENT 





One in every five children, ages 3-17, suffers from a mental health disorder in a given year. Untreated, these disorders can have 
debilitating effects, causing significant functional impairments at home, in school, and socially with peers. Early detection and 
effective mental health interventions can help to minimize these effects, increase stability, and restore wellbeing in the lives of 
young people and their families. In Arlington, demand for youth mental health services has increased dramatically over the past 
five years, as more children and teens express feelings of anxiety and depression. This trend has been further exacerbated by the 
pandemic, as young people experienced major disruptions in their lives, including school closures, social isolation, economic 


hardship, and the loss of loved ones. Over the past year alone, AYCC's waitlist has nearly doubled. Despite every effort to meet the 
growing need, there are currently 154 youth and adult caregivers in the community who are waiting to access mental health 
services at AYCC. The shortage of available mental health providers has contributed dramatically to delayed access to services at 
AYCC and elsewhere throughout the mental health field. Fortunately, because of AYCC's free and reduced-fee services (Supported 
by CDBG), Arlington youth and families do not face additional, financial barriers to care at AYCC. 





B. GOAL

The Arlington Council on Aging and Cooperative Elder Services collaborate to identify older adults and families that can benefit from 
day programs. Due to the pandemic and isolation, there is a larger need than ever for Adult Day programs. Caregivers need respite 
and older adults need socialization in a safe and structured environment. Council on Aging social workers have noted that Adult Day 
programming is a huge benefit to many, but is cost prohibitive to most of the clients we serve. This grant would provide $1,000 
scholarships/subsidy (equivalent to 12 days of programming) to 20 Arlington Residents so that they can use Adult Day programming 
at Cooperative Elder Servies, Inc. This partner provides nursing and health care services, meals and other social programs for 
individuals with medical or cognitive challenges. The services provided at Adult Day Health go above and beyond the services the 
COA or volunteer groups can provide at the Arlington Senior/Community Center.

The Arlington Council on Aging was able to strengthen our relationship with Cooperative Elder Services this fiscal year. We visited 
the locaion and met with the full team of caregivers and leaders, discussing their services and updated programming that they 
provide. We have re-educated our COA social workers about Cooperative Elder Services and they have since been able to make 
referrals to them of clients that imperitively need the services. We also committed to more community outreach and education 
around Adult Day programs. For example, we dedicated one episode of our local cable show, Arlington 60+ Connection, to 
Cooperative Elder Services and the programs that they can provide. What became clear as we focused on this program was that 
the $300 scholarship/stipend was not enough to allow people most in need to access Cooperative Elder Services. We discussed 
and find $1000 per new client much more impactful, which would allow them 12 days of service (could be split up to once a month for 
a year, twice a month for 6 months, or weekly for 3 months.

The Council on Aging Transportation program is one of the most utilized and relied-upon programs run by the department. Thus far, FY22 has proven to be our busiest transportation year to date with 
over 6,500 rides projected between July 1 and June 30. 


The COA operates 2 accessible passenger vans 5 days a week and has a team of 5 part-time drivers. These vans provide rides around town to medical appointments, grocery shopping (both in-town 
and outside of Arlington for low cost alternatives at Market Basket), personal hygiene appointments, social visits and rides to and from senior programming. Rides help people get to meet with their 
social workers, the COA Nurse, socialize with their peers or attend an exercise programs or enrichment activity. Older adults who utilize rides for these services are able to be more independent and 
not isolated in their homes. The transportation program also includes a subsidized taxi service called Dial a Ride, a volunteer led medical escort driving program for appointments outside of Arlington 
and Uber rides to medical appointments. Recently added in FY22 are partnerships with two new transportation companies, to help us meet the demand and need of medical ride requests outside of 
Arlington. The COA Transportation department also provides referrals and assistance when partner organizations such as MBTA or MassDot can be helpful to an Arlington resident. We host an 
annual MBTA CharlieCard registration event and information on the MBTA Ride service frequently.

In FY22, we have hired a 5th part-time van driver in order to meet the need of our van ride requests. We have also 
recognized the need to expand beyond the local taxi service for out of town medical appointments and have added on 
two new partners to help us meet these needs. Uber is also a focus for us and we continue to educate seniors on the 
value of ride sharing and the independence that comes with chosing this form of transportation. We have continuly 
evolved the program through out the year to meet the safety concerns of the pandemic while remaining fully running to 
fulfill crucial transportation requests. This year, we were also awarded a grant by MassDOT to replace the older of our 
two vans in Spring 2022.

This position currently oversees over 
300+ volunteers annually who participate in a variety of projects, programs and activities.

We also provide a 10% reduction in our after school program fees for qualifying 
applicants. This equates to one month free tuition.

On behalf of the Department of Planning and Community Development, | am pleased to submit to you 
the following requests for Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) funds for Program Year 48 
running from July 1, 2022 through June 30, 2023. These requests were developed to fall within the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development’s mandated Planning and Administration cap of 20% 
of the annual CDBG award. 


Planning 

Planners — This is a request for $54,000 to fund a portion of the salary and fringe benefits of 
Department staff working on CDBG-related activities. Duties and responsibilities involve data gathering 
and analysis, survey creation and implementation, community engagement, land use planning and 
zoning activities, affordable housing studies and implementation. 


Housing Planning and Studies — This request is for $66,000 to fund a range of planning activities to 
help in the creation and preservation of affordable housing and minimize displacement. These 
activities will include: 


e studying the needs of extremely low-income and underhoused individuals and families to 
inform future funding applications and allocation of resources; 

e identify resources to preserve homes that are on track to lose affordability due to expiring 
deed restrictions; and other activities which advance affordable housing planning; 

e develop additional plans for the Arlington Affordable Housing Trust Fund, as needed; 

e conduct planning analyses to advance recommendations in Connect Arlington, Net Zero Action 
Plan, and Housing Plan; 

e begin development of Master Plan update process. 


Administration 

CDBG Administrator — This is a request for $81,226 to fund the salary and fringe benefits of the CDBG 
Administrator position. This staff person is responsible for the daily financial administration of the 
CDBG program and coordination of grant activities with program directors. The Administrator is also 
responsible for maintaining all records and completing the reporting requirements of the CDBG 
program as required by HUD. 


General Administration — This is a request for $18,500 to fund administrative costs related to overall 
program development, management, coordination, monitoring, and evaluation. This line item also 


includes funding legal advertising and training and travel costs for the Administrator and membership 
dues for consortia and associations.

The survey project contributes to the planning, policy-management, and capacity building for the community as described in detail 
under Title 24: Part 570 subpart C, Section 205. Envision Arlington prepares an insert to the Town Census making it possible for all 
residents to express opinions, share personal preferences and priorities for Town programs, and receive updates about important 
Town issues. This opportunity to educate the community on upcoming projects and facilitate direct communication between the 
residents to the Town contributes to civic engagement. The survey is administered annually, and is an opportunity for departments 
and committees across town can submit questions and receive data from a cross-section of residents, aiding in decision-making. 
Survey responses help identify important issues and guide the Select Board, Town Manager, Town and School departments, as well 
as other organizations who partner with government to develop and inform policy and improve local services.

The 2021 Annual Town Survey received fewer responses than experienced in prior years. In part, this decrease in responses can be 
attributed to improved data cleaning -- the Committee spent more time reviewing responses to eliminate duplicate and partial responses 
(e.g., respondents who answered only two or three questions before abandoning the survey). The survey was also preceded by a large 
number of other town-wide surveys: more than a dozen surveys were administered in the months prior to the survey's release, and overall 
responses to surveys in general were declining due to survey fatigue. A strength of the 2021 survey was that this was the first year the 
Committee offered assistance with language translation and interpretation, using its network of volunteers to translate questions and working 
with local service providers to reach out those for whom English is not their primary language. Looking to 2022, the Committee is considering 
whether to implement the translation assistance program again. The Committee also intends to spend more time flyering the neighborhoods 
and locations where people congregate.

The Envision Arlington Standing Committee reviews survey results annually, and aims to increase participation 
rates in the survey annually. Beyond simply gaining more responses, the Committee uses responses to the 
demographic questions on the survey to measure whether the full diversity of the town (racially, socioeconomically, 
age) is represented among survey respondents. During the two months the survey is open, the Committee works 
with volunteers to conduct targeted outreach to underrepresented groups. After the close of the survey and prior to 
the next year's survey, the Committee discusses and plans for strategies for increasing overall participation rates, 
and particularly how participation in underrepresented groups can be increased in the next year's survey.

HOW TO VOTE BY ABSENTEE BALLOT 
Reasons for voting absentee 


You may vote absentee if you are registered and will be unable to vote at the polls on Election Day because 
of 


Absence from the Town 
Physical disability 
Religious beliefs 


Illegal absentee voting is punishable by a fine of up to $10,000 and up to five years in prison. 
Applying for an absentee ballot 


You must apply for an absentee ballot from the Town Clerk no later than noon of the day before the 
election. Applications may be mailed or hand delivered and you may use any form of written 
communication (letter or postcard) or the official application form. 


Include on the application 


Your name as registered 

Your registration address 

Precinct, if you know it 

The precise address to which you wish the ballot sent 
Your own signature 


Requesting to vote by mail 


A ballot will be sent to any address you specify including your own home. Be sure to apply early because 
the ballots must be sent by mail and may be returned by mail or hand delivered. 


Requesting to vote in person 


If you prefer, you may request to vote in person before Election Day. You may vote at the Town Hall 
before Election Day at a time arranged with the Clerk, but application for your ballot must be made no 
later than noon of the day before the election. A voter may apply for an absentee ballot and then vote 
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over-the-counter during the same visit. 
Applying to vote if you are absent from the state, in the armed services or a prisoner 


Registered and unregistered residents of Massachusetts outside the state and residents on active duty in 
the armed forces and merchant marine and their spouses or dependents, and prisoners, may vote absentee. 
They may request an absentee ballot from the Town where they legally reside (if outside the U.S., where 
they resided last before leaving). In addition, a close relative may apply on their behalf in person at the 
Town Clerk's Office. 

A parent of a registered voter who is a student at a Massachusetts college or university may apply for an 
absentee ballot on the student's behalf to the Town Clerk where the student is registered. 


In all cases, unregistered voters must register in person when they return to the state, since this does not 
establish permanent registration. 


What if Iam permanently physically disabled? 


If you are permanently physically disabled and cannot cast your vote at the polling place, you may file a 
letter from your physician with the Town Clerk, stating that you are permanently unable to cast your vote 
at the polling place because of physical disability. A completed application for an absentee ballot, for you 
to sign and return, must be mailed by the Town Clerk to you at least 28 days before every primary and 
election. 


NOTE: Voters who are admitted to a health care facility after noon of the fifth day before an election may 


apply for an absentee ballot up until the polls close on the day of the election (rather than noon the day 
before the election) and must designate a person to hand deliver and return the absentee ballot.
